Neither before nor since has an Ameriean 
Catholic clergyman captivated the airwaves as 
Archbishop Fulion Sheen did in the middle of this 
eenmry. 

Despite eompetiiion from Milton i^erle and 
with nothing more than a blackboard and ir piece 
ofchalk/ihe bishop garbed in a flowing cape 
reached some 30 million Americans of all faiins 
— who-watched-hir-telcvision pro gram ‘“bife-ls* 
.. Worth Living.” 

Cordinali would flock to this American 
Catholic prelate when he was in Rome. Among 
the famous Americans he eonverie.d to 
X^tholieism were Clare' Boothe Luce and Henry 
Ford II. ~- 

Then came the Second Vatican Council in the 
early l960s.'Sheen was less than enthusiastic 
about some changes in a church that was chan^> 
ing rapidly, and he gradually faded from public 
view. He died in 1979. 

Now, on the lOOih anniversary of his birth,. o 
new book of his wriiipgs and iplevision essays — 
”Fr 9 m the Angel’s Blackboard: The Best of 
Fulton J. Sheen — A Centennial Celebration” — 
is being published by Triumph Books. 

What the book shows, in an age when books 
about taking care of the soul top religion best* 
seller lists, is how timeless Sheen's words are, 
said Patricia Kossrtunn, the book’s editor. 

Bom in'Et'Poso, III., May 8,' 1893, Sheen was 
ordained to the priesthood in the Diocese of 
Peoria in 1919. He received his doctorate from 
the University of Louvain in Belgium and taught 
philosophy of religion at the Catholic Univenity 
of America. He began his broadcasting career in 
1930 on the ”Caiholic Hour” on NBC. By 1930. 
the program's U.S. audience reached 4 million.
